Officer who v/as on cuty at tiio Penvagon unoil 
recently returning to inactive duty. Ttie a.uthor, rOi-hoe, 
nakes extensive use of Chop's statenents and ii:iplies that 

the Air Force is deliberately-concealing positive con ^ 

elusions from the public,

■ e. ."I savr Dr. Stefan T. Poscony (Chief, USAFOIIf Special 
Study Group) recently.=Ho-v/as not avrare-of any particular 
concern in the Pente.-^on over Keyho e's assertions . However, 
it rdght bo wise to check directly vrith the officGr who 
replaced I'ajor Bewey Fournet In Current Intelligence. I 
believe his nawe is Srdth. Part of his duties are to follow 
aH reports of sightings of UtF.O^'s. - - 
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f. "As to the possibility^b^f "a seciirity breach, it is 
difficult_ to say. I sus pect that Chop hear d of CIA's being 
briefed but that no leak occurred regarding the o/sx Panel." 
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2. It is believed that no secmlty breach is involved and 
any investigation of this book would only serve to focus additional : 
attention on an obvious“bit of sensational science "fiction".
